Epping and the Mersinger firm 
was dismissed by the Sangamon 
| County Circuit Court. 

It was contended in that suit 
that restitution was required un- 
der a 1955 Illinois ‘‘conflict of 
interest” law which forbids state 
employes to do business with 
the state. ;

| Dillon, who was questioned 
about the 1925 murder of his 
father, Dr. William A. Dillon, in 
St. Louis, has been under obser- 
vation at Bellevue Hospital here 
since Oct. 26. 

While he was in the hospital, 
extradition hearings were held. 
Pennsylvania police had reported 
that Dillon attempted to kidnap 
a 4-year-old boy his home 
in a Philadelphia suburb, then 
abducted the child’s governess 
when his first plan failed. He 
did not harm the woman. 

Supreme Court Judge Matthew 
Levy was informed by Bellevue 
psychiatrists that Dillon was

heart attack, and a psychiatric 
examination indicated that he 
was a victim of “‘paranoic symp- 
toms,’’ accompanied occasional- 
ly by delusions of grandeur.

Then when Armstrong turned 
up in Paris on ‘his own Fulbright 
scholarship to do research in 
Chinese literature at the Sor- 
bonne, they continued to talk of 
one big adventure before they 
se down. 

The four finally decided on an’ 
8500-mile -automobile trip from 
Paris to Johannesburg. | 

Citroen, the French automobile 
company, provided them with 
two cars. Armstrong’s mother 
said her son and the others also 
were getting $1000 for the trip, 
which was a test-drive for the 
French cars. 

They set out from Paris early 
in July and motorea to the Medi- 
terranean, went by ship to 
Egypt, and then by car up the 
Nile river valley to the city of 
Aswan 


an. 
It was there they first sensed 

danger. 
“We have met thousands of 
simple people,”” Armstrong wrote 
in his diary, ““Every one of them 


tried to give us brotherly advice . 


to help us in our trip, but I have 
a feeling this is going to be a 
risk.” 

The travelers reportedly were 
warned by a local chief, Sheik 
Safi, not to try crossing the des- 
ert without an experienced guide. 
The newspaper Al Ahram said 
he told them: “Do not start this 
voyage. Death awaits you.” 

The chief said the best guides 
were already engaged. He tried 
to shoo away a man named Has- 
san Akid who was present dur- 
ing the conversation and offered 
to go along as guide. But Akid 
was hired. 

People in Aswan also warned 
them that the cars were not up 
to the trip, but on July 28 they 
headed south into the desert, 
aiming for Wadi Halfa just 
across the border in Sudan.

Pillu’s diary on July 29 gave 
this account of the rugged trip: 

“We woke up at 5, had break- 
fast quickly and began to con- 
tinue our journey across the 
treacherous, hectic road. At 


about 2 in the afternoon we tried. 


to sleep tut the heat made it 
impossible and we resumed the 
journey again, Our fears are in- 
creasing hour after hour. The 
road is full of rocks and bumps 
and we are fearing that the 
petrol (fuel) tank may be dam- 
aged any minute while the car 
wheels are wading through sand 
and the strong heat is about to . 
kill us. 

“In any case we think we are 
about 100 or 150 kilometers (62 
to 93 miles) from Wadi Halfa. 
We have not come across a sin- 
gle post on the way yet.” 


“I woke up 10 minutes ago.

I can still see 
some stars in the sky and the 
moon is still in crescent form.

The party was well beyond the 
halfway mark and on a trail 
used by camel caravans and 
autos. 

The cars were about two miles 
apart. Gas tanks and water cans 
were empty. : 

The two Frenchmen were in 
the first car. Tommy-Martin had 
on Armstrong’s watch; indicat- 
ing the Amerivan student had 
died first. His body lay near 
the rear car. 

The guide’s body wa; dead in 
the back seat of ione of the 
cars. His skull fractured. One 
report said a bloody wrench was 
found nearby. Tommy-Martin’s 
body was found with wounds on 
one arm and one foot. 

Shannon was nowhere to be 
found. His watch, money and 
passport had been left behind. 
Shannon, described by’a Cairo 
newspaper as a sort of lone 
wolf in the party, may have 
staggered away and died. His 
body presumably then would 
have been covered by the shift- 
ing sands.

INTERESTING PEOPLE 
lived near the ancient Romaris, 
They were known as Etruscans, 
and there has been some ques- 
tion about the land of their or- 
igin, 

To a large extent, the Etrus- 
cans were a seafaring people. 
Their chief cities were seaports 
on the western coast of Italy, 
north of Rome. 

An account of these people was 
given by Herodotus, the Greek 
traveler and historian. Here, in 

brief, is what he related: 
. “At the eastern end of the 
' » Mediterranean sea live the Lydi- 
ans, These people have many of 
the same customs as the Greeks. 
“It came to pass that the food 
supplies in Lydia were short. The 
growing population needed more 
than the land could produce. 
“A time of suffering lasted 18 
years, Then the king decided to 
divide his people into two parts. 
After the drawing of lots, half 
of them set out in sailing vessels 
| to find a new homeland. These
